
Up Five Mills 

1959 Tax Rate Set At 
55 Mills In Vulcan County 


Increased costs are reflected In 
the 1959 mill rate of the County 
of Vulcan, which has been set at 
55 mills—a ten per cent Increase 
over last year. 

The tax rate has been set at 29 
mills for school purposes, 21 mills 
for public works and administra¬ 
tion and 5 mills for hospital pur¬ 
poses. Education costs reflect the 
greatest Increase (up three mills), 
public works Is up one mill due to 
Increased debenture costs to cover 
the building of school additions 


this year, and the hospital tax is 
up one mill to cover the Increased 
requisition from the provincial 
government. 

In addition to the 55 mills, rate¬ 
payers In the Lomond Municipal 
Nursing Service area will pay one 
mill for this service and ratepayers 
in the Little Bow Municipal Hos¬ 
pital District will pay four mills 
for the doctor contract.

The Vulcan Lions Club is Joining 
with other Lions Club6 across the 
country in a "Bank of Light” cam¬ 
paign to collect old eyeglasses and 
eyeglass rims. These will be for¬ 
warded to a central clearing sta¬ 
tion and then shipped to India 
where a group of eye specialists, 
headed by eye surgeon Dr. M. C. 
Modi, is establishing free eye care 
camps. The lenses will be tested 
and classified, re-ground where 
necessary and Issued free to people 
of India who otherwise would 
have no hope of getting eyeglasses 
to save their sight. Because of in¬ 
adequate nutrition and other fac¬ 
tors, poor eyesight is all too com¬ 
mon in India and this "Bank of 
Light” project is expected to save- 
and improve the sight of many, 
many people. 

Arrangements to have the used 
eyeglasses admitted to India duty¬ 
free have already been made and 
transportation companies are co¬ 
operating wholeheartedly in pro¬ 
viding free- shipping. 

Only the lenses and frames are 
needed—cases cannot b« shipped—- 
so dig out those old eyeglasses 
now. They may help save some¬ 
one’s sight.

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Increase H’way 23 Work 


Further information regarding 
provincial highway work in this 
area this year has been received 
by the Advocate from Rev. Peter 
Dawson, speaker of the House and 
MLA for Little Bow. 

Provision has been made to In¬ 
crease the amount of work to be 
done on Highway 23 this year In 
preparing it for hard-surfacing 
and tenders have now been called 
for grading, gravel surfacing and 
other work on this highway for a 
distance of 16 miles—from the 
junction with Highway 24 to south 
of Blackie, a distance of some 16 
miles.

Bylaw O.K’d. By Villages 

Govt. Approves Natural Gas Franchise 
---Vulcan Ratepayers To Vote May 29 


Vulcan ratepayers will go to the 
polls on Friday, May 29, to vote 
on the granting of a franchise to 
the Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Company to supply residents of 
Vulcan with natural gas. Mean¬ 
while, at Champion, Carmangay 
and Barons on April 30, ratepayers 
voted almost unanimously to grant 
Canadian Western 20-year fran¬ 
chises for the supplying of natural 
gas to the three villages, with 248 
votes in favor, one against and 
two spoiled ballots. 

At Champion, the by-law was 
favored by a 109 to 0 margin; At 
Barons it was 73-0 in favor and at 
Carmangay, it was 66 to 1 in 
favor, with two spoiled ballots. 

Official notice that the Vulcan 
by-law covering the granting of a 
20 - year franchise to- Canadian 
Western has oeen approved by the 
Board of Puoiic Utilities Commis¬ 
sioners was received at the town 
office on Monday of this week and 
on Tuesday a special meeting of 
the town council was held to give 
second reading to the by-law. 
Three weeks must elapse between 
first publication of the by-law and 
the voting thereon by the proprie¬ 
tary electors of the Town. 

The result of the vote Is certain 
to favor the granting of the fran¬ 
chise, and Canadian Western Is in¬ 
cluding the servicing of Vulcan 
with natural gas in its construction 
plans this year. 

The agreement to be signed by 
the Town of .Vulcan, the Villages 
of Champion, Carmangay and 
Barons and the gas company pro¬ 
vides for the granting of 20-year 
i ranchise, renewable for ten years. 

The rates for gas shall be suen 
as are agreed upon by the parties, 
and failing such agreement, at 
prices fixed by the Utility Board. 
The schedule of rates Initially In 
effect will be $2.50 per month foi* 
the first two MCF and 75c per 
MCF per month for each additional 
MCF. Minimum monthly charge 
for each consumer will be $2.50. 

An optional rate will be avail¬ 
able on annual contract to all con¬ 
sumers whose annual consumption 
is more than 552 MCF. This rate 
bears a fixed charge of $12.50 per 
month, with gas at 50c per MCF 
per month and a minimum charge 
of $12.50 per month.

It is fortunate that Central Gas Utilities (Vulcan) 
Ltd., did not hold a franchise for distribution of gas 
in Vulcan, for had they held an approved franchise 
the coming of natural gas could have been further de¬ 
layed. The town granted Central Gas permission to 
use the streets and lanes for their distribution sys¬ 
tem but their application for a franchise was defeated 
by a vote of the ratepayers. Negotiations over the 
price to bfe paid by Canadian Western for the Central 
Gas plant and distribution system in Vulcan occasion¬ 
ed further delay, but this matter was finally settled 
this spring and the sale approved by the Central Gas 
directors and shareholders. 

The granting of franchises to Canadian West¬ 
ern in the villages of Barons, Carmangay and Cham¬ 
pion has been approved, in votes held April 30, by the 
proprietary electors of those villages and construction 
of the gas line, from the take-off point near Monarch 
through to Vulcan, will start as soon as equipment is 
available this spring. 

The rate to be charged for natural gas on this 
line is the same as the proposed rate for other towns 
on new lines being built by Canadian Western this 
year, and is a little less than half the rate now being 
paid by Vulcan customers of Central Gas Utilities. 
Heating with gas at this rate is said to be competitive 
to coal and about one-third less than the cost of oil 
heat. The rate is considerably higher than that charg¬ 
ed in the cities or in the towns on the neighboring 
Macleod line where the gas pipeline was laid many 
years ago, but will still effect considerable savings in 
the fuel bills of new consumers.

Re: Town of Vulcan By-Law No. 358 
Natural Gaa Franchise 

The following is a synopsis of By-Law No. 358 of the 
Town of Vulcan, which has been given first and second 
readings by the Council, and will be finally passed within four 
weeks after the assent of the Proprietary Electors of the Town 
of Vulcan voting theron. 

The By-Law provides:— 

1. That the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of the Town 
of Vulcan be authorized to sign an Agreement on behalf of 
the Town of Vulcan with the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company Limited for the supply of Natural Gas to the in¬ 
habitants of the said town as soon as same Is ratified by two- 
thirds of the proprietary electors of the Town of Vulcan 
voting thereon when the said by : law Is submitted. 

2. This by-law is subject to the approval of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners and has been approved by the said 
Board subject to the approval of the Proprietary electors. 

Following Is a synopsis of proposed agreement:— 

1. The agreement Is between the Town of Vulcan 
and Canadian Western Natural Gas Company Limited. 

2. The Company agrees to supply gas to the Town and 
Inhabitants, and the Town agrees to grant a franchise to tho 
Company for twenty years. 

3. The Town gives the Company the right to excavate In 
the streets and lanes to lay the necessary pipe and fittings. 

4. The Company agrees to give the Town plans of Its 
distribution system, to do as little damage ns possible and will 
Indemnify the Town for damages or claims In connection with 
Company operations. 

5. The Company will deliver gas to the property line of 
customers. 

6. The Town agrees to Join with the Company In an 
application to the Provincial Government validating the said 
agreement 

7. The contract may be renewed for a further period of 
ten years. 

. 8. The rates for gas shall be such as are agreed upon by 
the parties—falling such agreement at prices fixed by the 
Utility Board. 

9. All equipment plant and pipe lines are subject to 
Town taxation but taxes shall not exceed 1 per cent of gross 
receipts for first year, 2 per cent for second year, 3 per cent 
for third year, 4 per cent for fourth year and 5 per cent for 
fifth and subsequent years.

SUNFLOWER SEED 
PRODUCTION 


A big increase in the sunflower 
acreage in southern Alberta is ex¬ 
pected this coming season, accord¬ 
ing to W. D. Hay of the Leth¬ 
bridge Regional Research Station. 

Last year 4,500 acreas were 
grown commercially, the first 
large scale production In this 
region. Yields, for the most part, 
ran around 700 to 1,200 pounds 
per acre, a profitable return at the 
contract price of five cents per 
pound. 

Distribution of this crop ranged 
from the general southern part of 
the province to as far nhrth as 
Strathmore. Nearly all the acre¬ 
age was on dry land. 

Weeds were troublesome but 
frost was no problem. Crops ripen¬ 
ed before the first killing frost on 
Oct. 9. 

Sunflowers first got a toe hold 
in southern Alberta in 1943 and 
1944, when about 900 acreas were 
grown under the supervision of the 
Lethbridge Regional Research Sta¬ 
tion to satisfy the wartime need 
for vegetable oils. 

Seed of the Mennonlte and Sun¬ 
rise varieties was distributed to 37 
farmers from the Montana border 
to Della on the north and between 
Claresholm on the west and Walsh 
on the east. Yields varied widely 
depending on conditions with a top 
yield- of 1,380 pounds per acre. A 
few years later a Canning Com- 
pony grew an excellent crop on 
Irrigated land.
